HK At The BIF 
UR London  correspon- 
dent's report on the first 
day’s business at the 
Hongkong BIF stand made 
pleasant reading. We hope, 
however, that he has not 
painted oa picture of hues 
too roseate, Undoubtedly 
our exhibitors havo learnt 
many lessons during the 
last six years, and deter- 
mined efforts have been 
made to apply correctives 
and eliminate shortcomings. 
The two most glaring mis- 
taken four years ago were 
the overloading of a small 
stand with inferior quality 
goodn and tho inability of 
exhibitors to make firm 
quotations to enquiring 
buyers. Judging from our 
correspondent’s report there 
still appears to be room 
far improvement in the 
presentation of Hongkong’s 
Manufactures at the Fair, 
although this too necda to 
be related to the fact that 
whereas most of the other 
Commonwealth stands strive 
only to be decorative, “Hong- 
kong {3 there to sell,” But 
by far the most significant 
improvement in the Colony's 
exhibition {sa in the quality 
of the commodities on dis- 
play. It has, perhaps, taken 
rather longer than neces- 
sary for our manufacturers 
to appreciate the vital 
importance of offering 
high-grade quality goods, 
and to shake off the 
tendency to bolieve that so 
Jong as an article is priced 
cheaply it will naturally 
find a ready market. Now 
this has been done, the 
Colony has diacovered that 
it can compete in’ world 
markets; can attract buy- 


ers from the United States, |. 


Britain, South Africa, Ger- 
many, Hotlnnd, New Zen- 
land, Haly and India, to 
name only some of the 
countries which displayed 
interest in Hongkong pro- 
ducts on the first day of 
this year’s BIF. 


T is to be trusted (we may 
even go so far as to aay 
assumed ) that our ex- 
hibltors are also in the 
position to make available 
price lists to enquirers. 
Nothing Is more calculated 
to lose potential business 
at a trade fair than ex- 
hibitors being unable to 
make firm quotations when 
they are sought. And in 
the case of Hongkong this 
{a particularly important 
becnuge, a8 
emphasised, the Colony is | 
exhibiting at Earl’s Court : 
for a reason more funda- 
mental than prestige—it 
urgently needs, and fa 
secking, expanded exports 
of its own manufactures, 
Thus merely to boast an 
attractive looking stand is 
not sufficient; our ex- 
hibitors require to be in a 
position where they can 
anawer any questions about 
prices, quantitics, qualities 
and delivery dates, and 
willing and able to accept 
orders on the spot. It is 
noted with satisfaction that 
a wide range of new pro- 
ducts are on show for the 
firat time, and that all of ; 
thom have won approval 
for thoit high quality. 
Thorein lies the secret -of 
successful exhibiting. And 
if too, the separate display. 
of Hongkong knitted gloves 
_doos anything to put a stop 
to the calumnies which 
have been directed . in 
Britain against these manu- 
factures, it will have amply 
- served ~ its “purpose. Tho 
1984: BIF,-s0 far as Hong- 
kong: is concerned, has got 
off to a good start. There

DESPERATE 
HAND-TO-HAND 
FIGHTING 


General Assault 
Awaited 


Hanoi, May 4. 

Recklessly-attacking Communist soldiers 
drove a battering ram toward the vitals of Dien 
Bien Phu today despite a bulldog French counter- 
attack in a nightmare scene of slithery mud and 
torrential rain. 

Rebel Vietminh battalions — outnumbering 
the defenders 10 to 1 — seized one more strong 
point on the westerly face of the stricken fortress. 
eney alteedy held three others taken in weekend 
attacks. 


The garrison lashed back with a heroic bayonet 
charge. But after hours of ferocious hand-to-hand 
combat, the High Command announced the counter- 
attack failed. 

(Authoritative reports meanwhile said American 
planes would airlift another French battalion 8,500 miles 
this week from France to Indo-China to help stem the 
worsening Red threat.) 


The abortive French counter- 
allack was swamped under ao 
hall of eutomatic weapons fire 
whith the Reds rushed up to 
thelr new ,position. 

Casualti¢s were described 
heavy on both sides, 

The Fronch were crippled by 
lack of aviation, Thus there 
was no alr umbrella for the 
defenders, floundering in ao fen 
of stinking mud and ceaselessly 
churned into a maelstrom by 
shellfre and pelling tropical 
rainstorms. 

The French Command bc- 
Ileved today’s attack. which 
started at 2 a.m. local time in a 
moonless night, was preparatory 
to o new gencral ossault. After 
83 days of almost constant battle 
which has pushed the garrison 
to the limits of buman endur- 
ance, it might prove to be the 
fort's final agony, observers 


added. 
THE DANGER 
The danger of today's Vict- 
minh stab was that the lost 
position commands o clear field 
fire on the southern end of, 


Both the French Union 
positions attacked today had 
already been seized by the Reds 
over the weok-end. were 
regnined by counter-attecks on 
Sunday. 

The position on  “Huguctte’” 
to the west formed a saltent 
sticking out into Vietminh ter- 
ritory. They needed it to mount 
another attack whose objective 
may well be the remnants of 
the airfield, thus choking off 
French airlifted supplics. 

REBEL LOSSES 

Military authorities for the 
first time today officially fixed 
Vietminh losses, including those 
who were wounded too severely 
to return to battle, as 16,000 
to 20,000 men. To thls must be 
udded = thousands of lesser 
wounded troops. 

French losses have been 
estimated at 4,000, including 
2,000 dead. 

In the Red River delta, mean- 
while, two trains loaded with 
supplics were blown up on the 
Hanol-Halphong railway yes- 
terdny, 27 miles east of the 
Tonkin capital. The French 
said there were “several casual- 
thes.” 

A river boat patrol was am- 
bushed by the Victminh 132 
miles northwest of Hanol. The 
French reported and claimed 
they killed 20 rebels who cut 
Icose with gunfire from villages 
along the Red River banks-— 
United Press. 

SEA OF MUD 
Paris, May 5. 

The fortress of Dien Bien Phu, 
where French rachute troops 
and Foreign gion battalions 
are desperately fighting off 
attacks by Vietminh forces, has 
become o sea of mud in the last 
24 hours, the French High Com- 
mand announced in Hano! today.

Washington, May 4. 

An American court mar- 
tial today imposed a sen- 
tence of 10 years’ hard 
Igbour with dishonourable 
discharge from the Army on 
Corporal Edward S. Dicken- 
son for collaborating with 
the Chinese Communists and 
informing on his comrades 
while a prisoner of war in 
Korea, 

The discharge carrics with it 
forfeiture of all pay and allow~ 
ancts. 

The casc now to 
Army board of review which js 
expected to complete its study 
of the record In about a month. 

The verdict was returned by 
a board of cight high army 
officers who had deliberated 104% 
hours believed to be the longest 
in military history. 

The maximum sentence under 
such a charge is life imprison- 
ment. . 

Dickenson, 23, was the first 
man to be tried under @ new 
provision in the military code 
which makes it a crime to sup- 
ply the enemy with informa- 
tidn that leads to mistreatment 
of {fellow prisoners of war. 

He spent 2% years in a Com- 
munist prisoner-of-war cunp 10 
North Korea, He was one of 
23 prisoners of war who at first 
xefused repatriation but he 
end another man later -return- 
ed to_the © United States.

Big Polio 
Epidemic 
Hits Hawaii 


Honolulu, May 4. 

The Territorial Health 
Department said today that 
pollo had reached the epi- 
demic stage on the three 
Hawaiian islands of Oahu, 
Maui and Lanal. 

More than 100 cases of the 
diseuse have been reported on 
the three islands during the 
first four months of 1054, the 
Department said. Two other 
Polio cases were reported in 
other parts of the Hawailan 
group, 

The Department said of the 
total, 71 patients have heen 
paralysed. 

Dr Richard Lee, Health De 
partment President, said, how- 
ever, that the cpidemic wasn not 
yet dangerous cnough to require 
restricted areas or a curtailment 
of public activities. 

But he did say that the cur- 
rent polio incidence was tar 
worse than the 1952 cpidemic 
which was considered the worst 
in Hawali's history. 

Hewali, which averages 41 
Polla cases per 100,000 popula- 
tlon per year, cannot oraer 
gama globulin or the new Polio 
vaccine until the rate reaches 
100 per 100,000.-——United Press.

Harmon opened the ten of 
npades from the West hnnd, 
East won with the ace and re- 
turned the Jack of spades, South 
naturally covered with the queen, 
and West wen with the king.
